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AN ACT concerning the local regulation of firearns.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the

Local Governnent Firearm Regul ati on Preenption Act.

Section 5. Legi sl ative decl arati on. The Cener al
Assenbly finds that as a matter of public policy it is
necessary to provi de statew de uniform standards to guarantee
that the right to arnms guaranteed to individuals wunder the
Second Amendnent to the United States Constitution and under
Article I, Section 22 of the Constitution of the State of
II'linois and the right of equal protection guaranteed under
Article I, Section 2 of the Constitution of the State of
IIlinois apply equally to all persons in the State of
IIlinois, and that the laws regulating the possession,
transportation, storage, purchase, selling, or otherw se
dealing in firearns, ammunition, conponents, accessories, and
accoutrenents apply equally throughout this State. The
CGeneral Assenbly finds it necessary and in the public
interest to occupy the entire field of regulation of the
bearing of firearnms to ensure that no person who qualifies
under the laws of the United States and of this State is
denied his or her rights and that no person who does not so

qualify has those rights.

Section 10. Possession of firearns. Any person who is
in the possession of firearms, amunition, conponents,
accessories, and accoutrenents in conpliance with the |aws
and regulations of the United States of Anerica and of this
State is entitled to possess those firearns throughout this

State; and no county, nunicipality, or other unit of |ocal
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government may limt, abridge, or deny that right.

Section 15. Transportation of firearnms. Any person who
transports firearns, ammunition, conponents, accessories, and
accoutrenents in conpliance with the | aws and regul ati ons of
the United States of Anerica and of this State is entitled to
transport those firearns throughout this State; and no
county, nmunicipality, or other unit of local governnent may

[imt, abridge, or deny that right.

Section 20. Firearm dealers and gun shows. A firearm
deal er or gun show that operates his, her, or its business in
conpliance with the laws of the United States of Anerica and
of this State is entitled to operate his, her, or its
business if the business conplies with |Iocal zoning and ot her
ordi nances that apply equally to all retail businesses or in
suitable business districts anywhere in this State; and no
county, nmunicipality, or other unit of local governnent may
limt, abridge, or deny that right, except to inpose |license
fees and occupation and use taxes that are the sane as for

other retail busi nesses.

Section 25. Preenption of honme rule. No unit of [ ocal
government, including a honme rule wunit, may regul ate
firearns, anmuni tion, conponent s, accessori es, or

accoutrenents in a manner nore restrictive than as provided
inthis Act. This Sectionis a limtation wunder subsection
(1) of Section 6 of Article VIl of the Illinois Constitution
on the concurrent exercise by hone rule units of powers and

functions exercised by the State.

by the State.
